Debate over responsibility for legal fees

CHARLEVOIX: On February 12 
Charlevoix County Commission- 
ers met to determine whether or 
not to pay fees accrued during a 
recent debate over one commis- 
sioner holding his position and be- 
coming the city clerk. 

In the past few months, 
Charlevoix officials have found 
themselves in a conundrum over 
whether Commissioner Larry Sul- 
livan could hold the office of City 
Clerk without it being considered 
an incompatibility of office. This 
question initially sent the com- 
missioners to County Commis- 
sioners Civil Counsel Bryan 
Graham for clarification. 

Ata July 24 meeting, Graham 
asked commissioners whether 
they would authorize him to inves- 
tigate into the matter to deter- 
mine if it was incompatible. 
Commissioners then passed a mo- 
tion allowing Graham to do so 
under the impression that they 
would pay half of the cost and the 
city would kick in the other half 
for the legal opinion. 

In August, county commission- 
ers received that counsel, but as 
no opinion from the attorney gen- 
eral had been given. The City of

Charlevoix then chose to investi- 
gate whether or not Sullivan could 
hold both positions. In response to 
this, two more opinions were of- 
fered that incurred charges. 

The commissioners expressed 
displeasure over the charges, ex- 
plaining they had only asked for 
one opinion and no others. 

“Once we received the opinion 
in July we never asked for more... 
for the first opinion we were on 
the line for half of it. As for the 
second and third charges we never 
had a discussion on those,” said 
Commissioner Chris Christensen. 

His opinion was seconded by the 
majority of commissioners who 
found the price tag for the re- 


search, roughly $4500, to be over 
the top. 

“T agree to pay the first, that’s 
it,” said Commissioner Ronald 
Reinhardt. 

Graham told commissioners he 
would drop the second and third 
charges, but that it had been his 
understanding that the county 
would pay for half of the first 
opinion. The county has already 
begun to pay for that fund, leaving 
roughly $744.00 to complete pay- 
ment for the first opinion. A mo- 
tion was passed to cover this and 
to settle the issue from the county 
standpoint once and for all. 

Despite that decision, some 
commissioners still voiced dis- 
agreement with how this situation 
has been handled. Several men- 
tioned that these charges should 
be paid for by Sullivan himself. 

“This was his issue, does he 
have any responsibility to pay 
these bills?” asked Commissioner 
George Lasater. 

Graham said that Sullivan held 
no financial liability and would 
not be required to pay for the 
charges personally. Commission- 
ers then asked that future issues 
such as these be clearer. Graham 
assured them that things would be 
explained better in the future. 
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Boyne City moving 
forward on Veterans 
Park Pavilion

BOYNE CITY—A public 
hearing was held to discuss a 
proposed dog park, approval 
was given to move one step 
closer to weatherizing Veter- 
ans Park pavilion anda 
proclamation was signed at 
the February 11 Boyne City 
Commission meeting. 

Discussion was held on de- 
tails of the proposed Dog Park 
including the location, layout 
and the potential closing of a 
city street to through traffic. 
An extensive slide presenta- 
tion was given by the Boyne 
City Dog Park Committee 
with assistance from Leader- 
ship Charlevoix who con- 
tacted the committee asking 
to help with planning the 
park. Part of the training 
Leadership Charlevoix pro- 
vides requires that partici- 
pants come up with a project 
that the community can bene- 
fit from. They approached the 
committee and put together 
the presentation complete 
with renderings of the pro- 
posed park for them. 

Potential locations for the 
park investigated by the com- 
mittee included Avalanche 
Preserve, North Boyne, Indus- 
trial Park, Riverside Park, off 
Spring Street, and the former 
city dump off Old Horton Bay 
Road. The two lots located on 
North Boyne near the DPW 
garage were chosen and pre- 
sented to the commission as 
the best for the park. They are 
located on the north and 
south sides of Ridge Street be- 
tween Escape and Addis. 
“These lots haven’t really 
been on the radar for any 
other city uses, I think this 
would be a good place to try 
this and see if it works,” said 
City Manager, Michael Cain. 

One of the proposed plans 
for the park would include the 
closing of Ridge Street to 
through traffic. “A good por- 
tion of our consideration was 
that in the city’s Parks and 
Recreation Master plan, there 
has been some discussion 
about creating some type of 
park on the north side of 
Boyne, this could actually kill 
two birds with one stone,” 
said Dog Park Committee 
member, Scott MacKenzie. 
The commission approved the 
designation of the lots for the 
dog park. The committee will 
be starting fund raising and 
hope to break ground as early 
as May. “We want to make it 
world class, one more amaz- 
ing asset for this community,” 
said MacKenzie. About half a 
dozen homes could be directly 
affected by the positioning of 
the park. Another public 
hearing will be held as the 
process continues.

Due to extremely cold weather con- 
ditions causing an increasing rate of 


water service freeze-ups, the City of 


East Jordan is requesting that all mu- 


nicipal water customers run their 


water continuously 24-hours per day 


until further notice. Customers should 


begin running a pencil-width trickle 


of cold water from one of their faucets 


farthest away from where their serv- 
ice line enters their structure. A rate 
of one gallon per 15 minutes seems to 
work well. Customers should remem- 


ber to run their water continuously, 


even though the outside temperature 
may rise above freezing, because the 


frost will remain in the ground until 
spring and could cause water services 
to freeze if the flow of water is turned 


off inside. 


The City asks that customers do not 
run water on all faucets, or run more 
than the recommended amount on the 
one faucet. Even a flow rate of one gal- 
lon every 15 minutes uses approxi- 


mately 100 gallons per day per 


customer. Multiplying that times ap- 
proximately 1,100 municipal water 
customers results in the use of an ad- 
ditional 110,000 gallons of water per

The com- 
pany promotes the many differ- 
ent aspects of Michigan’s 
culture, with a focus on the 
lesser-known amazing places, 


people, and things that are some- 


times overlooked by the main- 
stream, like East Jordan. 
Co-owner, Jessie Tisron, gradu- 
ated in 2002 but like others she 
thought she was missing some- 
thing and headed downstate. 
“When yow’re born and raised 
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here you don’t appreciate it. My 
whole generation didn’t see 
much for us here, in coming 
home and visiting I realized the 
value,” she said. 

Tisron earned a Bachelor’s De- 
gree in Psychology from Sagi- 
naw State University and 
planned to go to graduate school 
but her and her significant other 
and MI Rootswear co-owner, 
Chris Kopacz, had been vaca- 
tioning in East Jordan. “He felt 
it was a totally different world 
than anywhere he had lived 
downstate and I was having an 
intense hankering to come 
home,” said Tisron. Once they 
made the move they were both 
struck by the feeling that they 
were always on vacation and re- 
alized they wanted to invest in 
this town. “People discount East 
Jordan, they hear Lake 
Charlevoix and think 
Charlevoix. We’ve got the Jordan 
Valley. If you want to go kayak- 
ing in one of the most beautiful 
places in the state, go the East 
Jordan,” she said. 

She is especially passionate 
about all the area has to offer by 
way of art, musicians and au- 
thors unique to the area. 
“There’s so much different tal- 
ent making a collaborating ef- 
fort to showcase each other. It’s 
neat to say I know that person 
and I’m proud of them. In the 
city it’s not so much pride but 
more competition,” she said. 

Tisron has deep roots in this 
community, her grandfather was 
the postmaster and her mother 
taught in East Jordan schools 
for over thirty years. “Here I can 
walk down the street and proba- 
bly see someone I know, people 
in Grand Rapids don’t get that,” 
she said. She still can’t believe 
how the community has wel- 
comed and rallied around their 
business. “They are proud of us 
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and want to support us and do 
whatever they can, like they 
have a personal investment in 
our success,” she said. 

MI Rootswear is not just a 
clothing company, they are try- 
ing to do Michigan advocacy. 
Some of their slogans are, “Put 
your money where your roots 
are and Wear your roots with 
pride!” “I’ve never been happier 
to be home,” said Tisron. “Peo- 
ple don’t realize that there are 
really cool things happening 
when you get into the heart of 
these small towns, our town is 
something to be proud of,” she 
said. 

Tatum McWaters, owner of 
Tatum Photography, graduated 
in 2003 and always knew she 
would set up shop in East Jor- 
dan. “I just always wanted to be 
one of the businesses downtown, 
I always hated to see people 
leave,” she said. McWaters has a 
love for her community and a de- 
sire to make something happen. 
As a sophomore in high school 
she started a youth center called 
Edge, she brought in bands and 
put on concerts for six years be- 
fore leaving to get certified in 


photography at Lansing Commu- 


nity College. “This town has so 
much potential and I’ve always 
thought that if people would 
give it a chance so much could 
happen here,” she said. McWa- 
ters has a desire to bring the 
“pizazz” back to East Jordan. 
“Growing up, there was nothing 
going on. I’m glad to be an adult 
and make something happen. I 
want to be a part of the change, 
”she said. 

Nikki Skrocki took over the 
family business. The Insurance 
Shop was started in 1981 by her 
father and she began working 
there with him in 1999. She grad- 
uated in 1990 then went on to 
Michigan State University to 
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study business. With her experi- 
ence and education, Skrocki 
knew better than most how 
tough making a small business 
work in Northern Michigan was. 
“T believe that hard work pays 
off and with today’s technology 
you aren’t limit by area in any 
business you do,” she said. She 
also believes that there is only 
one way to make a business 
work, service. She describes 
service as, loyalty, dedication 
and response. “You have nothing 
more to sell in this small town 
community other than your 
service, it’s a face to face per- 
sonal investment in both them 
and us,” she said. 

The 1980’s was a time when 
everybody was going to the big- 
ger cities looking for a better, 
faster, glitzier lifestyle. Today we 
are seeing evidence of people 
getting back to a simpler way of 
life. This was witnessed by the 
nearly 500 people that turned up 
in East Jordan at the recent 
Wings of Wonder bald eagle re- 
lease. Priorities are changing. 
For a number of years most new 
businesses in the area were 
started by people trying their 
hand at making a go of it in 
their favorite vacation spots. 
Now the trend in new business 
looks more like it did long ago. 
Children growing up and taking 
a role in the communities they 
were raised in. “I think it’s kind 
of neat that with East Jordan 
the most recent businesses that 
we have had are reflecting an up- 
turn of people returning and ei- 
ther starting a new business or 
taking over an existing one,” 
said East Jordan Area Chamber 
Executive Director, Mary Facu- 
lak. “And there are plenty of 
great opportunities and spaces 
for them to get into, she added.

Township salaries increased, Budget hearing up next 


By Tina Sundelius 


ELLSWORTH—A public hear- 
ing was held to discuss the Fire 
Budget, much discussion was 
held on a request made to the 
Planning Commission, a new 
member was appointed to the 
Board of Review and salaries 
were increased at the February 15 
Banks Township Board meeting. 

The fiscal year for both the 
township and its two fire depart- 
ment’s budget ends March 31, 
2014. Township Supervisor 
Thomas Mann presented the fire 
budget with numbers that re- 
flected last year’s expenditures. 
“Tt’s a crap shoot because you 
never know what the runs are 
going to be,” said Township Clerk 
Donna Heeres. Because of re- 
cently purchased new equipment 
the board anticipates less money 
spent this year on repairs and has 
no plans for extensive training 
which can be expensive. The 
budget presently has about 
$53,000 left with only one more 
month to finance, so Treasurer 
Katy Postmus anticipates being 
able to carry over a “healthy” bal- 
ance. Based on property values 
and a mileage of 1.1 the fire de- 
partments should start with a 
$95,000 balance. The fire mileage 
has been set at 1.1 for two years 
now. “We’re hoping to keep it

here for the third year,” said 
Mann. No electors attended the 
hearing. 

Trustee Tom Cooper who repre- 
sents the board on the Township 
Planning Commission reported 
that the commission has recently 
been given a request by Patrick 
McGuire of Royal Farms in At- 
wood to add two modular 
dwellings with walk out base- 
ments to house transient work- 
ers. The request requires an 
amendment to the zoning ordi- 


nance special uses list and then 
the granting of a special uses re- 
quest. “It really doesn’t fit with 
the zoning we had,” said Heeres. 
The new housing would allow for 
Royal Farms to house up to 81 
transient workers on a one anda 
half acre parcel on Beyers Road. 
“T’ve talked to some people who 
live in Atwood and there are some 
concerns,” said Cooper. The next 
Planning Commission meeting 
will be held March 11 at 6 p.m. 
The board appointed Realtor 


Steve Parafin who has recently 
moved to the south end of the 
township from Elk Rapids as an 
alternate to the township board of 
review. “He has a lot of energy, he 
is a shaker and a mover,” said 
Heeres. Members of the BOR lis- 
ten to taxpayers appeals for as- 
sessments levied on their 
property values. This board has 
the power to make changes to the 
assessments. 

A resolution to increase board 
member salaries was passed. An 
increase from $2,000 per year for 
trustees to $2,400 and an increase 
of $1,200 for each of the officers 
was passed. The pay raise brings 
salaries up to $15,200 for the Su- 
pervisor, $19,200 for the Treas- 
urer, and $22,200 for the clerk. 
Compared to other governing 
township boards in the county 
these salaries are slightly above 
average for the clerk and treas- 
urer and a little below average for 
the supervisor. 

Banks Township co-hosted the 
Michigan Township Associations 
Annual Educational Conference 
with Grand Traverse County. The 
conference was held at the Grand 
Traverse Resort and the township 
was given a booth in the expo 
with businesses that provide 
services for townships, like fire 
department suppliers, etc. “It was 
kind of a neat thing that we could 


showcase our county,” said 
Heeres. A video that highlighted 
all fifteen township halls in 
Antrim County played in a hospi- 
tality room where 129 door prizes 
donated by various Antrim 
County businesses were given 
away. Dried cherries and apples 
were also distributed at the 
booth. “People kept coming over 
saying, “I heard you have dried 
cherries here,” we are sur- 
rounded by this stuff and don’t 
realize how lucky we are,” said 
Township Supervisor Thomas 
Mann. Mann then requested that 
the minutes reflect gratitude for 
the contributing businesses of 
the township including A Matter 
of Taste, Friskes, Royal Farms, 
Work n Play, the Ellsworth Farm- 
ers Exchange, Rocky Top Farms, 
Yettaw Cottages, the House on the 
Hill, MI Farm Market, the East 
Jordan Area Chamber of Com- 
merce, and the Front Porch. I re- 
ally appreciate the local 
businesses who donated heavily 
because of them Banks Township 
had a nice presence which was 
seen by officials statewide,” said 
Mann. 

A township budget workshop is 
set for March 17 at 6p.m. The next 
regularly scheduled meeting is 
set for March 24 at 7 p.m., a public 
hearing on the budget will be 
held at that time.

ing the pavilion in Veterans Park 
into a year-round structure.

Farmer’s Market. The pavilion 
would be the winter home of the 
Farmers Market. Commissioner 
Gaylord voted against progress- 
ing with the project stating that 
feedback he has received from 
the public is that it would bea 
nice ’someday project” but there 
are too many other priorities. 
“You can keep the renderings but 
I’m not in favor of even moving 
forward with the design phase,” 


he said. The commission dis- 
cussed the fact that the grant 
would be lost if not used by May 
2014. “It seems like the excite- 
ment level for this project is 
there,” said Commissioner San- 
som. “We can have more than 
one project going at once, some 
things on our radar, the marina, 
if we get grant money, Court 
Street, if we get grant money, the 
dig project downtown, if we get 
grant money, so it makes sense 
that we proceed with this and 
spend the money that has been 
granted for it. I have no problem 
with being progressive and ag- 
gressive building our assets for 
the city. I agree that we should 
move forward with it,” said Com- 
missioner Tom Neidhammer. 


The commission approved the re- 


quest 4 to 1. 

A proclamation to designate 
the week of February 16-23 as 
Geek the Library Week at the 
Boyne District Library was 


adopted. Geek the Library is a 
nation-wide campaign to build 
public awareness about the value 
of public libraries. The cam- 
paign uses “geek” as a verb stat- 
ing that whatever you “geek” the 
public library supports you. Dis- 
plays will be up at the library to 
highlight all the things they have 
been doing during their youth 
campaign which is ending. “I’m 
in favor, I think it’s a great cam- 
paign. I enjoy going into the li- 
brary and looking at all the 
pictures,” said Commissioner 
Laura Sansom. 

A New police officer was hired. 
Police Chief Jeff Gaither re- 
ported that 74 applicants were 
put through an extensive hiring 
selective process which included 
background and medical checks. 
The new hire, Kyle Smith, is a 
resident of Charlevoix County, 
has military experience in the 
Coast Guard as well as a back- 
ground in law enforcement. “He 


comes highly recommended,” 
said Gaither. Smith started work 
Tuesday, February 18. 

Boyne City residents have been 
asked to run a pencil width of 
cold water to prevent pipes from 
freezing. City Manager Michael 
Cain reported that running the 
water was a precautionary meas- 
ure because of frost reaching as 
deep as six feet on uncovered 
roads. “We don’t believe it will af- 
fect any of our service mains but 
it can affect the service leading 
to individual accounts,” he said. 
Billed accounts will be adjusted 
for the extra water use. 

Two contracts were awarded. 
One to RB Lyons Inc. in the 
amount of $107,387 for renova- 
tion of the city’s fixed finger 
piers and one to Flotation Dock- 
ing Systems in the amount of 
$97,918.72 to make improvements 
to the Shoppers Pier. “Because 
they are fixed and the water level 
has gone down so much it has 


made them unusable for some of 
the boaters, a lot of them prefer 
not to be on those docks, so we 
wanted to address those, to lower 
them in some way,” said Execu- 
tive Assistant Harbor Master 
Barb Brooks. Work on the docks 
was first bid in 2011 and a grant 
from the Waterways Commission 
that covers 50% of the total cost 
was secured at that time. Since 
then the price has gone up. “I be- 
lieve the project still needs to be 
done,” said Brooks. “Right now I 
anticipate only being able to do 
three of those fingers instead of 
five,” she added.

Knowing the signs of a heart attack could save a life

February is American Heart 
Month and Go Red for Women 
Month. The proclamation by 
President Obama marks the 
50th anniversary of this recog- 
nition. These events are in- 
tended to bring attention to the 
fact that cardiovascular disease 
is the number one cause of 
death for both men and women. 

About one million people in 
the United States die of heart 
disease annually. In the United 
States, someone dies of cardio- 
vascular disease every 33 sec- 
onds. You may have heard that 
a massive heart attack was 
blamed for the death of Jon 
Henson, son of Muppets creator 
Jim Henson and an accom- 
plished Muppets puppeteer in 
his own right. He died on Fri- 
day, February 14 at home with 
his daughter while building an 
igloo. He was 48 years old. 

A heart attack happens when 
the flow of oxygen to the heart 
is blocked and the heart can’t 
get oxygen. Most heart attacks 
are a consequence of cardiovas- 
cular disease. In cardiovascu- 
lar disease, plaque build-up 
inside the coronary arteries 
leads to atherosclerosis. When 
the plaque ruptures, it causes a 
blood clot to form on the sur- 
face. The clot can become large 
enough to block the blood flow

About 18 percent of American women smoke. Smoking is a major risk factor for heart disease — 


but it’s one that you can control, Find tools to help you quit at women. smokefree.gov 
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preventing oxygen from flowing 
to a portion of the heart. If not 
treated quickly, the portion of 
the heart muscle will begin to 
die, and is replaced with scar 
tissue. It might not be notice- 
able right away or it may be se- 
vere. Early treatment can 
reduce the long term damage to 
the heart. 

A heart attack can also be 
caused by a severe spasm of a 
coronary artery, cutting off 
blood flow through the artery. 
Spasms can occur in coronary 
arteries not affected by athero- 
sclerosis. Spasms can be 
brought about by: emotional 
stress or pain, taking certain 
drugs, such as cocaine, exposure 
to extreme cold, or cigarette 
smoking. 

Knowing the signs of a heart 
attack and taking action quickly 
can prevent permanent damage 


a life. The primary symptom of 
heart attack is chest pain. The 
pain can feel like squeezing, 
fullness, pain or uncomfortable 
pressure. If you or someone you 
know has discomfort in the cen- 
ter of the chest that lasts for 
more than a few minutes or goes 
away and comes back, seek med- 
ical attention. 

Chest pain isn’t the only pos- 
sible symptom of a heart attack. 
Women, in particular, may expe- 
rience other signs of a heart at- 
tack. The sign might be pain or 
discomfort in other parts of the 
upper body. This could include 
one or both arms, the back, 
neck, jaw or stomach. Short- 
ness of breath can be a sign of a 
heart attack, with or without 
chest pain. Other signs are: 
nausea, light-headedness, or 
breaking out in a cold sweat. 

The symptoms may come on 


suddenly, but more often, they 
start slowly, with mild pain or 
discomfort. Too often, people 
don’t believe it is a heart attack 
because of the gradual onset of 
symptoms. Not all signs will 
occur in all heart attacks. It is 
important to call 

9-1-1 if you suspect a heart at- 
tack. New treatments have im- 
proved survival rates of heart 
attacks, reducing disability and 
mortality. They must be given 
quickly in order to be effective. 

Cardiovascular disease is 
often preventable by changing 
the behaviors that can put you 
at risk, including changing your 
diet. According to the American 
Heart Association, preventing a 
heart attack is as easy as A, B, 
C.- Avoid tobacco, Become 
more active, and Choose good 
nutrition. 

Quitting smoking is one of 
the best things you can do to im- 
prove your health. Getting at 
least 30 minutes of physical ac- 
tivity on five or more days per 
week can help lower blood pres- 
sure and help in maintaining a 
healthy body weight. A diet in- 
cluding fruits, vegetables, whole 
grains, lean protein and low-fat 
dairy will reduce your risk of 
cardiovascular disease. 

Take steps today and everyday 
to take care of your heart so you 
may never experience the signs 
of a heart attack.

Know Your Numbers 


BODY MASS INDEX (BMI) — 
from McLaren Northern Michi- 
gan based on American Heart 
Association guidelines. 

One out of every four deaths in 
the United States can be attrib- 
uted to some form of heart dis- 
ease, including heart attack, 
angina, heart failure, arrhyth- 
mia, and stroke. Heart disease is 
also the nation’s leading cause of 
disability. According to the Cen- 
ters for Disease Control and Pre- 
vention, about 715,000 
Americans have a heart attack 
every year, and 600,000 people die 
from some form of the disease. 
And, the overall cost of heart 
disease is in excess of 300 billion 
dollars every year. All Ameri- 
cans are urged to have important 
tests — blood cholesterol, blood 
pressure, body mass index, and 
blood glucose levels — to learn 
their scores, and to save their 
lives. 

Body Mass Index (BMI) 

Don’t ignore your BMI; this 
important number tells you 
whether or not you are living 
with a healthy weight. BMI is a 
numerical value of weight rela- 
tive to height, or kg/m2. A desir- 
able BMI score is less than 25 
and is indicative of a healthy 
weight. Sometimes a doctor 
might change a patient’s target 
number to reflect individual risk 
factors. Waist circumference is 
another important body marker; 
women should have a waist of 35 
inches or less, and men should 
have a waist or 40 inches or less. 
If BMI and waist measurement 
are not in the acceptable range, 
lifestyle changes can help. “In- 
creased physical activity and di- 
etary changes are a good place to 
start,” explains says David C.M. 
Corteville, MD, Cardiologist at 
McLaren Northern Michigan.

CHARLEVOIX: At the Mon- 
day night City Council meeting 
amendments to the city budget 
were discussed; but one amend- 
ment had Council member 
Shirley Gibson frustrated. 

City Treasurer Joel Zielinski 
came before council to explain 
some of the changes to the 2014- 
2015 budget that council needed 
to approve. The budget must be 
approved thirty days before the 
beginning of the fiscal year, 
which begins April 1. One 
change eliminated a 25 cent fuel 
charge for those using a city 
owned fuel truck at the 
Charlevoix Municipal Airport. 

This charge had been dis- 
cussed at the last regular meet- 
ing, when Airport Manager 
Scott Woody told council that 
there was a need for the charge, 
especially for certain charter 
companies who used the truck 
frequently. An owner of one 
such company came before 
council at that time to indicate 
they felt the charge was dis- 
criminatory, leading to Mayor 
Norman “Boogie” Carlson re- 
questing that the problem be 
discussed outside of council 
with mediation by himself and 
City Manager Rob Straebel. 
That discussion ultimately led 
to dropping the fuel charge on 
the budget. 

Shirley Gibson questioned 
why this had been done; indicat- 
ing that the change hadn’t been 
discussed with all of council 
and that the charge should be 
included. 

“The budgets been changed 
without our knowledge...we did 
not agree to take out the 25 cent 
fuel charge,” said Gibson. 

Carlson and Straebel ex- 
plained that excluding the 
charge stemmed from difficulty

understanding the true cost in- 
volved in using the fuel truck. 
Both explained that taking it 
out didn’t eliminate the possi- 
bility of having it later on, but 
that before instituting it more 
discussion was needed. 

“None of the numbers jived... 
-hard for us to justify a (charge) 
when we don’t know what the 
cost is,” said Mayor Carlson. 

The numbers given reflected 
the cost of using the truck to 
fuel airplanes, which includes 
taking the truck to the location, 
fueling the plane, and driving it 
back to the Airport. However, 
the numbers didn’t seem right 
according to Carlson. 

“Those numbers were at least 
double what they should have 
been...we had been given a 
number in there for labor that 
was way out of whack,” he said. 

Woody defended the charge 
before council, stating that it 


was fuel cost that created a need 
for the charge. He explained 
that retail fuel costs 90 cents, 
but that companies such as 
Fresh Air and Island Airways 
are only paying 35 cents. 

Gibson warned that if the 
fuel charge wasn’t replaced she 
wouldn’t vote to pass the 
budget. 

“T would like that amended 
and the rate put back in, or I 
won't approve it,” said Gibson. 

Ultimately, the budget did 
pass without the fuel charge, al- 
though Mayor Carlson was re- 
quired to vote in order to break 
the tie between council mem- 
bers. 

Straebel told Gibson that the 
decision had been last minute, 
but he did apologize for not dis- 
cussing it with council before- 
hand. 


City Council 
addresses 
multiple issues

CHARLEVOIX: Monday night’s 
City Council meeting addressed 
issues that have been plaguing 
city officials for months. 

First, council examined the 
proposal to add several slips that 
would accommodate 60 to 80 foot 
boats in the marina. The City 
Planning Commission had exam- 
ined the proposal last week, and 
chose to approve sending it to 
council for review. However, sev- 
eral council members were still 
irritated over the lack of options 
for the proposal. 

The concept would entail en- 
larging Dock A and adding ten 
slips to it. Council had initially 
requested further research into 
other options that could be less 
invasive on Round Lake however 
City Planner Mike Spencer ex- 
plained no other ideas were 
deemed viable. 

“...we can’t expand docks C and 
D... B wouldn’t allow the size we 
need. A is the only one that can,” 
said Spencer. 

Council was reluctant to pro- 
ceed with such limited options, 
but agreed to set a public hearing 
on March 8 to further discuss the 
issue with the input of 
Charlevoix citizens. 

Second, council examined prob- 
lems with the towns Blight ordi- 
nance. Council member Jeff 
Porter stated that he felt the ordi- 
nance needed to be tightened up, 
especially when dealing with 
abandoned buildings such as 
Phillips Northside Service Sta- 
tion which has sat empty for sev- 
eral years. 


“For years we’ve had to look at 
this gas station that’s been aban- 
doned...what does it take for the 
city to condemn something? We 
need to tighten this up,” said 
Porter. 

City Planner Mike Spencer ex- 
plained that the blight and nui- 
sance ordinances left quite a bit 
of room for interpretation, and 
that keeping an eye on the regula- 
tions was the best they could do. 
Although buildings were refer- 
enced extensively, he also ex- 
plained that last summer 30 weed 
violations were issued, but only 
two people were ticketed. Prob- 
lems arise when people who are 
not full time residents violate reg- 
ulations; many times it is simply 
a matter of not being here to care 
for the issue. The vague nature of 
the zoning words makes regulat- 
ing these ordinances difficult. 

“We simply don’t have the lan- 
guage in our zoning words...most 
cities have this covered by the po- 
lice,” said Spencer. 

Council member’s encouraged 
City Planning officials to look 
further into Michigan blight laws 
which have become stronger in 
recent years, and to begin looking 
into what it would be required to 
have police enforce nuisance and 
blight regulations. 

Tn other business, an interview 
committee was formed to select 
candidates for City Attorney. 

The City Manager, Rob 
Straebel told council that so far 
it was unnecessary to have city 
wide run water ordinance. Six- 
teen homes have faced frozen 
pipes, with several requiring 
garden hoses to be run from 
nearby houses for water. How- 
ever, according to Straebel, the 
city has not reached “the criti- 
cal point yet.”

tains at the park, agility equip- 
ment, a 2-gate entry, benches, 
trashcans, and mutt mitt dis- 
pensers. The playground equip- 
ment at Watson Field would be 
replaced by new structures de- 
signed for children ages 5-12. 

City Commissioner Mark 
Penzien supported the project 
but suggested LCC members 
and Cannon also consider is- 
sues of lighting and parking at 
this location. 

“Part of the issue with van- 
dalism (at Watson Field) is be- 
cause of lighting,” said 
Penzien.

The city commission unani- 
mously approved to collaborate 
on the dog park with LCC so 
that March 1 grant deadlines 
can be pursued to help fund the 
venture.

A second bid by Jor- 
dan Construction Group, Inc. of 
East Jordan came in at roughly 
$48K higher than Robinson 
Electrical. 

While the city commission 
expressed interest in support- 
ing the local construction 
group, they could not justify the 
higher price tag of nearly 20%. 

“Tf [the bids] were a lot closer, 
I might not have hesitated, but 
that’s quite a big gap,” said City 
Administrator Chris Yonker. 

Well #2 is the highest capac- 
ity well in the city of East Jor- 
dan. A notice to proceed with 
the project will be issued by 
mid-April, and renovations are 
expected to be complete by the 
4th of July or possibly before 
the Jordan Valley Freedom Fes- 
tival. The project is hoped to in- 
crease the volume/capacity of 
the well to its original capacity. 

The next regular meeting of 
the East Jordan City Commis- 
sion is scheduled for 7 p.m., 
Tuesday, March 4, 2014.

BC Schools refinance 
bonds, saves taxpayers 
$250,000 


Boyne City Public Schools 
taxpayers are getting a huge 
break after the Board of Educa- 
tion refinanced bonds to a sig- 
nificantly lower interest rate. 

At their February meeting, 
board members unanimously 
voted to refinance the 2004 bond 
for the original high school con- 
struction to a new rate. The 
change lowers the interest rate 
from 4.1 percent obtained in 
2004 to a current 2014 rate of .73 
percent — saving taxpayers 
more than $250,000. 

“We are not extending the 
terms (of the bond), which will 
still be paid off in May 2017,” 
said Superintendent Peter 
Moss. “Similar to refinancing 
your home, you still pay off the 
debt but at a lower interest rate. 
We are saving our taxpayers a 
significant amount — almost 
$250,000.” 

The bond for the new high 
school was originally approved 
by voters in 1999 and refinanced 
in 2004 and now in 2014, ex- 
plained business manager Irene 
Byrne.
